to the prostrate 
form of Iii- 
wife, 
placed the revolver at the back of her 
head and pulled the Trigger 
again. 
She died early this morning. The re­ 
volver used was a 28 calibre. 
The fir-t shot struck Hunter in the 
breast and when he made an attempt 
to defend himself a second bullet al­ 
most tore his arm off. 
As lie lay on 
the ground Blunter 
received 
three 
more bullets from Preci s 
revolver. 
After the shooting Freel walked to 
police headquarters, where he inquir­ 
ed for an old friend at Marion, pa­ 
trolman Sam Ives, and surrendered 
himself. 
When seen at the jail this 
morning Freel said lie had warned 
Hunter that he was keeping company 
with his wife against his wishes, and 
that Hunter only laughed at him. 
Freel married his wife about three 
years ago and they have 
one small 
child. 
Ile was always of a wander­ 
ing disposition, and soon after the 
wedding disappeared and had 
not 
been heard from until three months 
ago, when he returned. 
Tt was be­ 
lieved, until his return, that he had 
been killed in a 
railroad 
strike at 
South Bend. 
Since returning here Freel and hi.s 
wife had not lived together, and it 
is understood that overtures made by 
the husband were repulsed. 
On ac­ 
count of the couple’s baby, Freel ob­ 
jected to his wife associating with 
another young man lie did not like. 
When lie went to the home of his 
wife’s parents, last night, to see the 
child he found his wife 
and Hunter 
talking in front of the home, and with 
the remark, “What are 
you 
doing 
here, Hunter, after what I told you?” 
he began firing. 
Hunter is twenty-one years old and 
physicians say he can not survive tho 
wounds inflicted, being 
shot in the 
breast, left arm, back, spine 
and 
groin.

THE REVOLUTION SPREADING 


Rebels Against the Government Have 


Secured a Seat of Government in 


the Great City of Hankow, “the Chf- 


ca'o of China,” ar.d Are Collecting 


a Vast Army to Sustain Authority 


of New Republic. 


Shanghai, Oct. 14.—The prevailing 
opinion' of the foreign residents is that 
this is China’s own affair and that 
the powers must hold aloof. 
The rev­ 
olutionaries are most careful to re­ 
spect the persons and property of for­ 
eigners, who are quite safe. 


Pekin, Oct. 14.—The Manchu dynas­ 
ty 
sits 
facing 
nation-wide 
revolt 
against its imperial power while China 
today has 
two governments. 
The 
rebels have secured a seat of govern­ 
ment in Hupeh province and are col­ 
lecting a vast army to maintain it. 
Rebels, outlaws and mutineers from 
the imperial army have started a gen­ 
eral massacre throughout Ilupeh pTEv­ 
ince. 
Men. women and children of 
Manchu families are being slaughtered 
throughout Hupeli province, according 
to advices from Hankow. 
All of the 
prisoners in the Hankow jail have 
been liberated by the revolutionaries 
and equipped with arms after swear­ 
ing allegiance to the rebel flag. 
The government has been informed 
that 
the ^notorious anti-government 
leader, H. Wing Shing, is the real 
chief of the uprising, $nd a price has 
been set on his heaff. He has not yet 
been in any of 
tile storm centers 
where the. rebels have met with mili­ 
tary success, however, but is believed 
to be secretly directing the revolution.

friendly m annerrequests that the p ro ­ 
prietor “cough up” one “plunk.” 
Of 
course, it is the logical 
conclusion 
that the proprietor will not stand for 
the “ touch” if he can keep from It. 
If indignant, he will demand an ex­ 
planation and perchance, he may toss 
the State’s inspector out the front or 
back door. 
Nevertheless it is a problem which 
must be confronted by every busi­ 
ne v s man in Rushville sooner or later, 
the payment of one dollar a year into 
the coffers of the State. 
It is known 
as the incorporation tax.
